WasminaToN, Dec. 24, 1870,
The week just closed will be marked ns one
the most memorable of Grant's adminis-
tratiow, It has made the breach Yetween the

President and some of the ablest and most influ-

ential members of his party not only tangitle

andl positive, but to all appearances irreconci-
laple, The war with Bumner partakes of the

Fntensest type of bitterness, and it has made

many hitherto neatrals take their bearings and

xieclare for or against the coercive polley ol the

President. The disorganization in the Senate,

wnder the lead of Bumner, Patterson, and

Bcharz, and goon to be imitated in the House by

¥arnsworth, Logan, and others, is not inspired

=0 much by hostility to the acquisition of San

PDomingo as by the strange and Imperious test

of politiead fidelity made by the administration.

No Benator would have quarrelled with the Pre-

aident because he proposed and advised the

annexation of San  Domingo: but the
ablest and most respected Republican

Senators feel compelled to resist a measure that

looks to the acquisition of territory by a vio-

lent policy that ignores the Senale as parl of
the treaty-making power. [President Grant
urged the ratification of the trealy annexing

San Domingo during the Iast session. He went

e¢ven 8o far a8 to call npon SBenators al their

roome, and to lobby with them at the Capitol.
to persunde them to support the measure. Bul
after the fullest Investigation of the subject the

Senate rejected the treaty, and there it was

supposed the effort would end. It was then

that Butler's peculiar statesmanship came into
play. e shines most when there is no regular
or honest way of attaining a desired end, and
he promptly came to the relief of defunect San
Domingo. He found a precedent in the violent
action of the Democratic party in the annexa-
tion of Texas, and he spawned the resolution
of annexation. whereby a two-thirds vote io the

Senate was obviated. In an evil moment

the President naccepted the Butler

gramme, and thereby made a most dangerous
assault upon the prerogative of the Senate,

That such men as Bumner, Ferry, Buckingham,

Bchurz, Trumbull, Carpenter and others should

feel like resenting such an attempt at usurpa-

tion was most natural, and Sumner would not
tolerate even for « moment the invasion of the
powers of the Senate. The preliminary struggle
<nme off on Morton’s resolution for a roving
commission to inquire into the people, resources,
climate, elec., of the proposed purchase—a
mensure free from grave objectionsg, but Sumuer
accepted the skirmish as the beginning ol the
grand battle, and the debate developed some
most disgraceful scenes. Chandler and Conk-
ling were the leaders of the crusade agalnst

Sumner, aud the latter showed great aptness in

imitating the arregance and buffoonery of the

former. f{usolent threals were made on the floor
of the Senate that S8umner wonld be foreed to
vacate the chalrmanship of the Committee on
Foreign Relations—a position he has held for
ten years—and the most disgusting personalitics
~were indulged in by some of the Senators. After

=« Benatorial brawl lasting until daylight, the
~resolution was passed with bul o few dissenting
rll yotles,

The vote on Morton's resolution lhas been
proclaimed as a greal administration victory;
Lbut all intelligent observers well know that it is
but the beginning of a political storm of fearful
magnitude and power, and an organized oppo-
zition Lo the administration inside of the Repub-
lican party is the substantial result of the vie.
tory which such men as Chandler, Batler,
Cameron, etc., swagger aboul much,
Whether San Domingo, with its semi-savage

eaple, its iuternal revolutions, and its un-

k nown and upestimated debt, should be made
ps rt of our territory, is not the question. It
m: Y or may vot be wise to annex the izland and
w1y e it the rights of a Territory, bnt the states-
mer 1of the Republican party will not consent
to , 8 annexation In any other way than pro-
vide.

Fortunately Congress adjonrned just after he
!H[)l{"’ﬂ in the Renate, or Bwmner would have

pressed by the sadminlstration. It eanmol bLe
atquired by the Butler fraud of a Congressional
resolution, thus ignoring the Senate as part of
the treaty-making power, without a direct insue
between the President and nearly every Senator
who is recognized by the country asa states-
man. Can the administration afford such an
lesue? The speculators and jobbers of Congress
will say that it can: but the statesmen, the in-
dependent press, and the people will answer
that such an lssue involves utter destruction to
Repablicanizm.

Colonel Forney has been placed in a most
unpleasant position by this San Domingo war,
e was =equired to attack Sumuer and his sup-
porters fa the Chironicle, This was the last
feather on the camel's back. To make such a
war and live on the busks of Washington, while
the administrat’'on don't trouble itsell to pay his
advertising bills, was too much; and Forney
abdieated at Inst.  Visions of Cabinet portfolios
bad previously vanished, and as the war npon old
friendships which was demanded, all for nothing
md find himeelf, was more than Forney conld
bear, he bas retired. 1le has not gquarrelled with
(irant, as has been alleged In some quarters,
but he has at last realized what his friends have
long gince known, that he who vrindes adminis-
tration ergans gain nothing in power, reputation,
8o Forney goes back to Philadelphia
to make an effort of years to redeem what he
hae lost by a few months of pitinble sycophamrey
to Cameroniem. He would now be independent
if he could, but to attempt it would be like
mockery, and he mnst wait patiently and bow
submizsively nntil 2ome new political regenera-
tion takes place,

The Georgin election has defled all adminis-
trative efforts, and of course belied all of Came-
ron’s promises, Kvery lacility wons aflorded to
enable the Republicans to win, Cameron went
down there to perfect the leaders in the trickery
of elections, and returned with positive promise
but the Democrats have swepl the
State, and the last bhope of Republicanism in
Georgia is dissipated. Akerman cannol go to
the 8enate, and ot present no immedinte Cabi-
net changes are contemplated, but no one c¢an
guess what a day may briong forth. Cameron
and Fornev now both advise against any Cabi-
net officer from Pennsaylvania, because they have
civen up the hope of controlling it;, and as they
are the only advisers the Presidont has from
your State, they will doubtless prevail for the
present. Alter the holidays there may be a
new deal, but improvement in the present con-
dition of politicdl affairs is not probable.

Ilow the Dy was Observed in the Ulty.

Yesterdny passed off as pleasantly as auy
Christmas for several years back—indeed, the
order and decorum obgerved during the hours
called Christmas Day were the subject of c¢om-
ment not only by our cilizens, but at police
heandquarters, which but a few years back at
the closing hours of the day were filled with
cases of erime of every grade in the calendar.
The city is to be congratulated upon the general
quiet which reigned yesterdav. But few men
with tangled lege and displaying a propensily
to prop up dead walls and lamp-posts were upon
the streets. Although there were large crowds
upon the prominent thorvoughfares, particularly
in the alternoon, there was no nolse and no
confusion.

Christmas eve was specinlly uniike to Christ-
mas eves of vears gone by. On Eighth street
the difference was well marked. Then you got
mashed in no yelling, jostling throngs—saw o
women tesged In the air, beheld no hats doused
in the gutters or coats ripped from tail to collar.
A large {msw of policemen lined the thorough-
fare, and an order haviog been issued to arrest
all masqueraders or horn hlowers. their duties
were very light,

The churches were clozed, the religions cere-
monies having beer performed on Bunday,
when all were filled. The new Church of the
Incarnation, at Broad and Jefferson streets, and
the new chapel of the Calvary Presbyierian
Chiureh, on Locust street, above Fifteenth, were
dedicated in the morning with appropriate and
solemun exercises.

Prosanry HomicipE—A Lap Bnor my 4
Privatie WarTenyax.—On Sunday afternoon a
lnd pamed George H. Furey, whose pareunts re-
gide on Wharton street, above Front, was shol
by Frank MeGiaughran, who i8 In the employ of
Mortls & o, 08 private watchman, at their
vonl wharf, feol of Dickerson street, First ward.
Unruly boys have frequently congrogated on
this wharf and in the neighborhood thereof, on
Bonday afternoons, to Indulge In throwing
stones at each other, I.hcrcl_?- annoying the
watchman and other peaceably-disposed eiti-
zans. It is said that on dormer occasions of
these ‘‘stone fights,” the watchman threatened
to shoot gome of the boys Il they did not destst,
but none of them seemed Lo pay any heed to
him.

On Bunday afternoon a terrifie fighi took
place among the boys, and stones flow in all
directlons. The Frimw witchmnn was assalled,
and he procured his pistol, a large navy re-
volver, and, it Is exld, fired one or two shots in
the air to intimidate the boye, but they con-
tinuned in (heir reckless conduet, and anooyed
him more than ever. Ile fired o random shol
at the erowd, and the ball ook effect In the left
temple of thelad Furey. It passed downward,
and lodged somewhere in hiz head.

The wounded boy was nearly two hundred
yards distant when ke recelved the wound.
Whether he was engaged in throwing slones at
the time he was shot was not definitely ascer-
talned. lle was removed to his home.
phyelclan does not entertain much hope for the
recovery of the lad, MeGaughran was taken
into custody and locked up in the Becond Die-
trict Btation-house. Yesterday he had a hear-
ing before Alderman Kerr, when he was identi-
fled by William Bowers, [Irancis Pldgeon,
Charles Joneg, and John Hollman as having
shot from four to six times, Physicians also
testified to the eritical condition of Furey. The
priconer was then committed fora further hear-
ing on Thursday next.

John Hanlon Oondemned to Dsath—
Bis Death Warrant Read to him
by SBheriff Leeds—February lst
Fixed for the Execution—His
Total Indiffarence tohis Fate
His Interview with

the Bheriff, Etc.

The next to the Inst act in the case of John
Hanlon, convicted of the murder of little Mary
Mohrmonn, was perforined this morning in his
cell at Moyamensing Prison, In the presence of
Steriffi Leeds, his counsel, and two or three
other g(rnllmﬂms whose official duties called
them thither, the Sherlff determining that this
solemn act should take place in the presence of
as few people ns the circomstances rendered
necessary, It was conveying, in an official
ehape, the information to Hanlon that the dale
of bis execution had been fixed by Governor
Geary for Feburary 1, 1871, Never have we
seen o man In the same poeition, and we have
seen many, who was g0 Indliferent to the dread-
ful announcement that he was to suffer the fall
pevalty of his crime by being “hanged by the
neck until dead:” but more of that andn.

Yesterdny Willlam R. Leeds, High Sheriff of
| Phlladelphia, reccived from the Secretary of
the Commonwealth the death warrant. lle
immediately notifled his counsel, Hon. Charles
Gilpin, that the document would bo served on
the condemned man this morning, AL a few
minutes past 11 o'clock, the Sheriff, Mr, Gilpin,
and two representatives of the afternoon press,
one of whom was the reporter of Tas Evex-
150 TeLeerarna, left the oflice of Mr. Gilpin
and arrived at the Moyamensing Prison a few
minutes nfter that hour. They were recelved
al the gate of the prison by Superintendent Wil-
llam C. Perkins, who escorted them to his
headgquarters.

On inguiry, it was ascertained by the Sheriff
that the two Mrs., Kelly, sisters of Hanlon,
were In consultation with him. The superin-
tendent then notlfied these Indies of what was
to trangpire, and they adjourned to the Warden's
office.

The porty, consisting of Sherili Leeds, Uoun-
gellor Gilpin, Superintendent Perking, P. ),
Carroll, Esq., junior counsel for Hnni(m, and
the representatives of the press, proceeded to
the condemned cell, that occupied by Probst,
Wipnemore, and Willlams. The door was
(}Iwncd. and the party entered. AL the time,
Hanlon, dressed in the prison garb, was stand-
ing, legs crossed and thumbs tucked in the
armhioles of his veat, leaning agalnst n small
table, the most unconcerned of all those there
| mssembled. IM11s indifference struck those who

i# nudoubtledly the most firm-nerved man we
have ever seen under similar cireumstances,
e had a quid of tobacco in his mouth, and on
being introduced turned around and walked to
a bucket in the front of his room, into which he
gpat before he received the extended hand of
the Bherllf, remarking that he had shaken his
band prior. (This is accounted for from the
fact that the Sherifl was the first to enter the
cell, and Mr. Perkins the last.)

Bherlfl Leeds then stated to Hanlon that he
hiad received bis death-warrant from Governor
Geary, which would be read by Mr. Gllpin.

Mr. Gilpin then read the warrant, which is
couched o the following language: —

(Signed) Joay W, GEARY,

In the name and by the authority of the Common-
| wealth of Pennaylvania, John W, Geary, Goveraor

an indletment for the erime of murder, and on the
17th day of November, A, D, 1870, found guilty of
murder in the first degree, and was thereupon ou
the 10th day of December, A, D, 1570, sentenced by
the sald court :~That John Hanlon, allas Charles K,
Hurrls, the prisoner at the bar, be taken from hence
to the jail of the county of Philadeiphin, from
whence he came, and from thence 1o the place of
execution, and that he be there hanged by the neck
until he 18 dead,

Now, thevefore, This 18 to authorize and require
you, the sald William R, Leeds, High Sherilf of the
Clty and Ceunty of Phlladelphla, as aforesald, 1o
cause the sentence of the sald Court of Oyer and
Terminer and General Jall Delivery to be execuated
upon the sald John Hanlon, alias Charles Hanlon,
alins Charles E. Harris, between the hours of 10
o'vlock in the forencon and 3 o'clock in the after-
noon of Wednesday, the 18t day of Febroary, Anno
Domini one thousand elght hundred and seventy-
one, in the manner directed by the seventy-fifth sec-
tion of the act of the General Assembly of this Com-
monwealth, approved the thirty-first day of March,
A, D, one thousand eight hundred and sixty, entl-
tlen **An act to consolidate, revise, and amend the
penal laws of this; Commonwealth relating to pennl
yroceedings and hearings, and forso «olug this shall

our suMelient warrant,

(iiven under my hand and the great seal of this
State, at Harrisburg, this twenty-fourth day of De-
cember, in the year of onr Lord one thousaud elght
hundred and seventy, and the Commonwealth the
ninety-iith. -

During the reading of this document Hanlon
observed the same indifferent air which was
manifest on the entrance of the parly to the
cell, Two or three times did he walk to his
spittoon and spit in it, only to resume the
game position of nonchalance as spoken of
heretofore.

Oun the conclugion of the reading Mr. Gllpin
remarked, *John, that is the death-warrant of
the Governor, fixing your day of execution.”

Hanlon, atter contemplating Mr, Gllpin some
seconds—"‘That's Lthe 1st of February;” and
after o lapee of a few more seconds, he uttered
strongly and in on argumentative manner,
“Why, that's less than thirty days.”

Sheriff Leeds—It's a little less tham five
| weeks.

Haplon—Why, but, they alwaysallow thirty
days?

Bheriff Leeds—It's over thirty days,

Haulon—But they always allow thirly days
after n man bas beeu—

(He did not complele the scntence, bul ovi-
dently intended those present to understand
from the date of conviction.)

Superiutendect Perkins then explaiued that
be was in his custody untll the day of the exe-
cution, when he handed him over to the Sheriff.

Haulon (to Bheriff Leeds)—What do you mean
when you asked me if I had all I wanted 7

Bheriff Leeds—1 mean all you eal, els

Hanlon—Oh, yes! all that.

Sherifl Leeds—I am desirous that you shall
recelve all the comforis you want,

{  Hanlon—Well, I wanl my wife Lo see me
{ every day In the cell. She only is allowed here
now once o weelk.

Mr. Perkins—Toat's with the Inspectors. The
rules only allow her Lo come onee in ten days
but they have ylelded to once a week nntf, i
don't think they will permit hér any oftener.

Haolon—I only waunt her. 1 don't want any
body else to come in here that often, and
think tkey might grant me the same privile
a8 they granted Eaton and Twitchell. Their
friends called on them every day, and were ad-
mitted to their cells,

Mr. Perkins—You are mistakon.

Haplon—No, I am not. I know,

Mr. Perkins—Well, that matter rests with the
Inspectors.

Hanlon—1 don't ask too much. They allowed
Eaton « friends to see him daily.

Sherifl Leeds—Well, I'll speak to the In-
gpectors about your want,

Mr, Perkins—You se¢ your relatives as eften
as any of the others who bave been condemnped
to death.

Hanlon (angrlli)—!vlo, 1don't,

Mr, Perkine—Yep, you do.

A lull then emnsved, daring which Hanlon
maintalned the same indiflerence, only varylog
his pogition occasionally, in order to spit out
the tobaceo juice which had collected sinee
he had epat.

Finally, Sheriffl Leeds broke the silence, re-
marking, “Well, John, that's a short time for
you to prepare for death,”

Hanlon—Ob! that's plenty of time. Al I ask
is that I can have my wifo in here every day.

Superintendent Perkins then explained that
every precaution was being taken to prevent n
repetition of the rina’ attending George
Twitehell, and that the friends of Hanlon were
allowed, whenever they called, to epeak to him
through the grated door.

After wailing o few minutes the party left
Hanlon, he ehaking each by the hand in turn.

We then learncd that the condemned man has
heen extended all the inllpum allowed by the
riules of the ipstitution, No food or anyihing else is
permitted to ve communicated to him by his friends
or re'ntives, Everything is first given to the prison
wardong, and if, after examination, fouad tolorabie,
It 1s given him. Father Barry, of the Chureh of the
Auvnunclation, visits him almost da 1y, and religions
ceremonies in the Catholic faith are performed.

Hanlon, since his confinement, has engaged hime-
gelf principally In reading, but he has taken snfi.
clent time to cut “John Hanlon” and “OUharles
Harris” in bold letters npon the sill of his window,
